No. 3 -ITC(PN) / 63 .—Attention is invited to remark 9 against S. No. 44/V in 
Section II of the Red Book as amended vide Ministry of Commerce and Industry 
Public Notice No. I29-ITC(PN)/62, dated 24th September, 1962. 

2. The position In regard to the allotment of newsprint to new publications has 
further been reviewed on account of the foreign exchange stringency, It has now 
been decided that no quota of newsprint will be made available to newspaper 
chains, groups and multiple units for publication of additional newspapers. 

3. Allotment of newsprint will, however, continue to be made to publishers of 
new publications for not more than 10,000 copies on the basis of 8-57 pages per 
publishing day and no additional newsprint for increase in circulation will be 
allowed during the licensing period 1962-63. 

Note,— Chains, groups and multiple units are those that have been categorised 
in Chapter V on page 94 of the Annual Report of The Registrar of Newspapers for 
India, 1082, Part I.
